Report  of  the  Curator  of  the  New  Jersey 

State  Museum, 


Ill  presenting  a  report  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Museum  it 
should  be  considered  under  what  conditions  and  obstacles  we  have 
had  to  work. 

At  first  there  was  no  place  to  put  the  exhibits,  and  although  the 
State  House  Commission  did  all  it  could  for  the  Museum  Com¬ 
mission,  yet  the  room  assigned  was  very  inadequate  and  only  a 
part  of  the  exhibit  could  be  displayed.  I  think,  however,  we  have 
shown  what  could  be  done  with  a  proper  amount  of  space.  I 
hope  the  following  report  will  give  some  idea  of  what  has  been 
done,  and  what  is  to  be  done  in  the  future. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  NEW  JERSEY  STATE  MUSEUM  COMMISSION. 

The  members  of  the  Commission,  consisting  of  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  Hon.  E.  C.  Stokes,  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  Hon. 
Joseph  Cross,  A.  B.  Poland,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In¬ 
struction,  John  C.  Smock,  State  Geologist,  and  D.  D.  Denise, 
President  State  Board  of  Agriculture,  met  on  March  26th,  1895, 
in  the  room,  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  organized  by 
electing  A.  B.  Poland  President  and  E.  C.  Stokes  Secretary. 

A  committee  was  appointed  consisting*  of  Dr.  Poland  and  Prof. 

*  Smock  to  formulate  rules  and  regulations  and  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Commission.  Dr.  Poland  was  appointed  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  one  to  request  the  State  House  Commission  to  assign 
and  suitably  furnish  rooms  for  the  use  and  purposes  of  the 
Museum. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  a  Curator  be  appointed.  Silas 
R.  Morse  was  unanimously  elected  Curator.  At  a  meeting  held 
April  5th,  1895,  the  Museum  Commission  received  notice  from 
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the  Secretary  of  the  State  House  Commission  that  it  had  assigned 
to  the  Museum  Commission  the  third  floor  corridors  and  two- 
rooms  opening  off  the  same. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Board 
of  Agriculture,  held  April  23d,  1895,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted  : 

Whereas,  A  Commission  has  been  appointed  to  arrange  for  a  State  Museum,, 
and  has  appointed  a  Curator  to  have  charge  of  such  articles  as  may  prop¬ 
erly  be  placed  therein,  and  as  there  are  in  the  agricultural  collection 
exhibited  at  Chicago,  now  stored  at  the  Fidelity  Warehouse,  Trenton,  a 
number  of  articles  which  should  be  preserved  in  said  State  Museum,, 
therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture 
hereby  requests  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  agricultural  exhibit  at  the 
warehouse,  to  release  the  same  to  the  State  Museum  Commission  or  the 
Curator  thereof.

In  accordance  with  this  resolution  the  Chicago  Agricultural 
exhibit  was  turned  over  to  the  Curator  of  the  Museum  and  has. 
been  kept  and  cared  for  up  to  the  present  time. 

At  a  following  meeting  it  was  ordered  that  the  Secretary  of 
the  World’s  Fair  Commission  be  requested  to  deliver  to  the 
Museum  the  exhibits  of  the  Geological,  Educational  and  Agri¬ 
cultural  Departments  in  his  possession  pursuant  to  the  resolution 
of  each  Department. 

In  accordance  with  this  request  the  above  exhibits  were  turned 
over  to  the  Curator  of  the  State  Museum  and  placed  in  the  State- 
House. 

governor’s  message  oe  the  session  of  1895. 

Governor  George  T.  Werts,  in  his  annual  message  of  1895,  in 
speaking  of  the  exhibits  at  the  Columbian  Exposition  at  Chicaga 
in  1893,  said:  “The  exhibits  (at  the  World’s  Fair)  included  the 
educational,  agricultural,  geological  and  seacoast  exhibits.  These 
exhibits  were  very  fine  and  cost  large  sums  of  money.  If  pre¬ 
served  intact  they  are  now  worth  more  than  their  original  cost.

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as  it  would  be  impossible  to'  duplicate  them.  The  furniture  was 
quite  costly.  The  exhibits  and  furniture  are  now  stored  in  the 
Fidelity  Storage  Warehouse  in  the  city  of  Trenton. 

In  my  opinion  the  exhibits  should  be  preserved,  and  the  State 
should  provide  some  place  or  places  where  they  may  be  placed  as 
a  museum  or  educational  exhibit.  They  should  not  be  sold  as  a 
whole,  and  to  sell  them  piecemeal  would  produce  but  an  insig¬ 
nificant  sum,  and  destroy  what  can  never  be  replaced.”

In  accordance  with  this  recommendation  of  the  Governor,  the 
Legislature  passed  the  following  law  : 

Chapter  CLXXXIII. 

'An  Act  to  establish  and  maintain  a  State  Museum. 

Whereas,  The  Governor  of  this  State  has  recommended  that  the  exhibits 
of  the  several  departments  of  the  state  government  at  the  Columbian 
exposition  at  Chicago  be  placed  on  permanent  exhibition;  and  whereas, 
said  exhibits  would  form  a  nucleus  of  an  exhibit,  which  would  be  of  great 
value  in  showing  the  educational,  agricultural  and  industrial  development 
of  the  state ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  That  the  commission  now  having  charge  of  the  restoration  of  the 
state  house  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty,  to  cause  to  be  prepared, 
suitable  rooms  in  said  state  house  for  a  museum  for  the  preservation  and 
display  of  the  exhibits  of  the  several  state  departments  at  the  Chicago 
exposition,  and  for  such  other  exhibits  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  placed 
therein  by  the  commission  having  control  of  said  museum,  as  provided  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  preparation  of 
said  rooms  shall  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  out  of  any 
moneys  in  the  state  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  the 
state  geologist,  the  president  of  the  state  board  of  agriculture,  the  president 
of  the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  assembly  are  hereby  constituted 
a  commission,  which  commission  shall  have  control  of  said  museum,  and 
shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  care  and 
maintenance  thereof,  and  said  commission  may  appoint  a  curator,  who  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  said  commission,  arrange  and  classify  the  several 
exhibits,  and  shall  have  charge  of  said  museum  and  exhibits,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  in  connection  therewith  as  shall  be  directed  by 
said  commission,  and  he  shall  be  paid  such  a  compensation  as  said  com¬ 
mission  shall  determine,  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred 
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dollars  per  annum,  which  compensation  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer 
in  ecjual  monthly  installments  upon  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  March  20,  1895. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  act  made  it  the  duty  of  the  Commission 
having  charge  of  the  restoration  of  the  State  House  to  have  pre¬ 
pared  suitable  rooms  for  said  Museum.  Before  any  action  was 
taken  the  Commission  was  abolished,  and  in  1896  the  following 
amendment  was  enacted,  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Museum 
Commission  to  prepare  plans  for  such  alterations  as  were  neces¬ 
sary  to  provide  suitable  rooms  for  the  Museum  in  the  State 
House,  provided  that  said  plans  should  be  approved  by  the  State 
House  Commission  and  the  work  done  under  its  supervision : 

amendment  to  act  oe  1895. 

Chapter  195  of  the  Lazos  of  1896. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  establish  and  maintain  a  state 

museum,”  approved  March  twentieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 

ninety-five. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  one  of  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
state  museum,”  approved  March  twentieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-five,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Note  Jersey: 

1.  The  commission  provided  for  in  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  cause  to 
be  prepared  plans  to  provide  suitable  rooms  in  the  state  house  at  Trenton 
for  a  museum  for  the  preservation  and  display  of  the  agricultural,  geological 
and  educational  and  other  exhibits  of  the  state  deparfments  at  Chicago 
exposition,  and  for  such  other  exhibits  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  placed 
therein  by  said  commission,  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  preparation  of 
said  rooms  and  for  the  care  of  said  exhibits  shall  be  paid  by  the  state 
treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller ;  provided,  that  the  plans  for  the 
alterations  necessary  to  provide  said  rooms  shall  be  approved  by  the  governor, 
comptroller  and  treasurer,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  the  work  done  under 
their  direction,  and  no  work  shall  be  commenced  or  contract  entered  into 
until  a  specific  appropriation  is  provided  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  April  21,  1896. 
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As  there  was  no  room  available,  and  it  was  desirable  to  take 
the  exhibits  out  of  storage,  the  State  House  Commission  (the 
Governor,  Comptroller  and  Treasurer),  assigned  to  the  Museum 
Commission  the  third  floor  corridor  and  the  two  attic  rooms  ad¬ 
joining  it  for  the  storage  and  display  of  the  exhibits.  The  State 
House  Commission  had  the  rooms  put  in  as  good  condition  as 
possible.  On  account  of  the  limited  space,  the  arrangements 
were  not  very  satisfactory,  and  rendered  it  impossible  to  display 
properly  the  old  exhibits  and  leave  space  for  new  ones. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Museum  Commission  held  at  an  early  date 
after  its  formation,  it  was  voted  that  Messrs.  Smock  and  Morse 
should  have  plans  drawn  for  an  addition  to  the  State  House^ 
which  should  include  a  suitable  room  or  rooms  for  the  Museum. 
At  a  subsequent  meeting  the  committee  reported  that  it  had  per¬ 
formed  its  duty,  that  Mr.  Scott,  the  head  carpenter  of  the  State 
House,  had,  under  the  instructions  of  the  special  committee, 
drawn  plans  for  an  addition  to  the  back  part  of  the  State  House 
to  extend  to  the  water-power,  and  presented  the  plans  to  the 
Museum  Commission.  They  were  approved  by  the  Commission, 
and  the  committee  was  authorized  to  present  the  plans  to  the 
State  House  Commission  for  its  examination.  This  was  done, 
and  at  the  next  meeting  it  was  reported  that  the  State  House 
Commission  would  examine  the  plans.  As  there  was  no  appro¬ 
priation,  the  work  could  not  be  carried  out  at  that  time. 

At  a  meeting  soon  after.  Senator  Reeed,  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  ex-officio  member  of  the  Museum  Commission,  made 
a  motion  that  the  Commission  urge  an  appropriation  for  carrying 
out  the  plans  for  the  new  Museum  rooms,  and  that  the  State 
House  Commission  be  urged  to  a  speedy  accomplishment  of  the 
work. 

In  1900  the  Legislature  made  an  appropriation  to  build  the 
addition,  and  the  State  House  Commission  was  empowered  to 
have  plans  made  and  the  addition  erected.  This  has  been  done, 
and  the  third  floor  was  finished  for  the  Museum  in  the  winter 
of  1901  as  per  plans  of  the  Museum  Commission.  It  is  a  fine 
room  and  a  credit  to  all  concerned,  supplying  a  long-needed  room, 
yet  not  large  enough  for  the  fast  increasing  exhibits  of  the 
Museum. 
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THE  SEA  COAST  EXHIBIT. 

The  seacoast  exhibit  at  the  World’s  Fair  consisted  of  a  larsre 
number  of  fine  photographs  of  different  parts  of  the  State,  and 
were  the  best  shown,  at  the  Fair.  On  their  return  they  were, 
with  the  rest  of  the  exhibits,  stored  in  Trenton.  The  State  Li¬ 
brarian,  Col.  Hamilton,  turned  them  over  to  the  State  Museum, 
and  they  were  delivered  to*  the  Curator.  As  many  of  these  pho¬ 
tographs  as  space  would  permit  have  been  hung  on  the  walls, 
still  there  is  a  large  number  not  yet  displayed.  As  these  pic¬ 
tures  give  such  a  good  idea  of  different  parts  of  the  State,  they 
should  all  be  placed  where  they  can  be  seen.  Several  of  them 
were  sent  to  Buffalo  to  the  Pan-American  Exposition,  and  at¬ 
tracted  much  attention. 


CIRCUEARS  OE  INFORMATION. 

That  the  object  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Museum  should  be 
understood  by  the  people  of  the  State,  the  Commission  requested 
the  Curator  to  prepare  circulars  stating  its  objects,  and  to  have 
them  distributed  throughout  the  State. 

In  compliance  with  this  request  the  following  circulars  were 
prepared,  printed  and  circulated,  and  are  still  being  distributed :

The  State  Museum  was  established  by  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved 
March  20th,  1895. 

It  had  its  origin  in  the  collections  made  by  the  State  for  the  World’s 
Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago  in  1893.  Governor  Werts,  in  his  message 
to  the  Legislature  in  1895,  said :  “The  exhibits  include  the  educational,  agri¬ 
cultural,  geological  and  sea-coast  exhibits.  These  exhibits  were  very  fine 
and  cost  large  sums  of  money.  If  preserved  intact,  they  are  now  worth 
more  than  their  original  cost,  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  duplicate  them.  In 
my  opinion  the  exhibits  should  be  preserved,  and  the  State  should  provide 
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some  place  or  places  where  they  may  be  shown  as  a  museum  or  educational 
exhibit.  They  could  not  be  sold  as  a  whole,  and  to  sell  them  piecemeal 
would  produce  but  an  insignificant  sum  and  destroy  what  can  never  be 
replaced.” 

The  geological  Survey,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
State  Board  of  Agriculture  were  represented  in  the  exhibits  referred  to  in 
the  Governor’s  message.  In  accordance  with  the  above  recommendation  a 
Commission  was  created,  consisting  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  the  State  Geologist,  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  and  the  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture. 
The  object  of  this  Commission  is  to  establish  a  Museum  for  the  proper  ex¬ 
hibition  of  these  collections  of  the  State  and  to  appoint  a  Curator  to  have 
general  charge  of  such  Museum.  The  members  of  this  Commission  serve 
without  compensation,  and  the  Curator  receives  a  regular  salary,  as  stipulated 
in  the  act. 

Supplementary  legislation  (Chapter  195,  P.  L.  1896)  makes  it  the  duty  of 
the  Museum  Commission  “.to  prepare  plans  for  such  alterations  as  are 
necessary  to  provide  suitable  rooms  in  the  State  House,”  provided  said  plans 
shall  be  approved  by  the  State  House  Commission  and  the  work  be  done  under 
its  supervision. 

The  act  further  provides  that  no  work  shall  be  done  or  contract  entered 
into  without  a  specific  appropriation  for  that  purpose.  As  no  appropriation 
has  been  made,  the  Museum  is  limited  to  the  corridors  and  two  small  attic 
rooms  in  the  old  central  portion  of  the  State  House.  The  collections  of  the 
Geological  Survey  are  on  the  third  floor  of  the  rear  building  or  extension,  in 
a  room  assigned  to  the  Survey  by  the  State  House  Commission  in  1892. 
The  space  allotted  to  the  Museum  is  insufficient  and  unsuitable  for  the 
exhibition  of  the  several  collections.  Although  the  Geological  Survey  room 
and  the  rooms  assigned  to  the  Educational  and  Agricultural  exhibits  are  now 
full,  many  boxes  of  minerals,  fossils  and  educational  and  agricultural  exhibits 
are  stored  in  the  basement  of  the  State  House. 

The  Museum  Commission  has  appointed  S.  R.  Morse,  of  Atlantic  City, 
Curator  of  the  Museum. 

OBJECTS  OF  THE  MUSEUM. 

State  Museums  have  been  established  and  maintained  with  successful 
results,  and  proved  of  value,  in  all  the  other  leading  States  of  our  country. 
They  supplement  and  illustrate  the  Geological  and  Natural  History  Surveys 
and  the  reports  of  their  Boards  of  Agriculture  and  Departments  of  Educa¬ 
tion.  They  are  neither  simply  collections  of  curiosities  nor  repositories  of 
materials  found  in  the  State,  but  are  designed  to  be  in  touch  with  its  life,  to 
illustrate  its  natural  resources  and  capabilities,  and  to  constitute  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  its  educational  auxiliaries. 

In  New  Jersey  the  Geological  Survey  is  thus  illustrated  by  collections  of 
minerals,  ores,  rocks  and  other  natural  products  of  economic  importance, 
and  by  models,  maps  and  publications  descriptive  of  the  occurrence  of  these 
materials.  It  is  desirable  that  these  collections  be  so  enlarged  as  to  be  truly 
representative  of  the  physical  geography  and  the  geology  of  our  State,  and  to 
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show  what  has  been  done  in  the  developement  of  its  natural  resources.  They 
would  be  most  helpful  to  every  student  seeking  information  in  regard  to  the 
geological  structure,  the  geographical  extent  and  location  of  the  various 
rocks,  the  paleontological  contents  of  these  formations  and  their  life  history. 

The  State  Museum  should  include  collections  which  would  show  the 
staple  products  of  the  soil,  of  the  fruit  orchards,  of  the  farm,  of  the  dairy, 
and  other  branches  of  agricultural  industry.  The  implements  of  husbandry 
should  make  one  section  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  a  Museum, 
would  show  the  improvement  in  mechanical  help  to  the  farmer,  and  be 
suggestive  of  still  further  improvements.  Specimens  of  the  wood  and  of  the 
timber  trees  growing  naturally  in  the  State,  together  with  leaves  and  fruit 
to  show  their  botanical  relations,  should  be  a  part  of  such  a  collection,  and 
would  be  interesting  alike  to  the  lumberman  and  the  botanist.  , 

Mounted  specimens  of  the  common  and  more  valuable  kinds  of  domestic 
animals,  and  of  the  choicest  breeds  of  fowls,  would  add  to  the  agricultural 
part  of  the  Museum  and  make  a  most  attractive  feature.  A  collection  of  the 
insects  that  prey  upon  our  shrubbery,  fruit  trees  and  agricultural  products, 
together  with  reliable  directions  as  to  the  most  effective  means  of  protection 
against  them,  or  for  their  possible  extermination,  would  furnish  most  valuable 
information  to  every  owner  either  of  a  lawn  or  a  farm. 

The  mechanic  arts  should  be  represented  by  work  from  the  factories, 
which  would  show  the -progressive  stages  of  manufacture.  The  iron  furnaces, 
steel  works,  potteries,  brick  yards,  mills  making  textile  fabrics,  metallurgical 
works,  and  all  other  industrial  establishments  of  the  State  ought  to  be 
represented,  and  the  Museum  would  show  these  products  of  labor  in  foundry, 
factory,  shop  and  mill,  as  well  as  the  ores  of  the  mines  and  crops  of  the 
fields  and  the  products  of  the  forest,  presenting,  as  it  were,  a  picture  of  the 
State  with  its  natural  resources,  their  several  forms  under  the  hand  of  the 
worker,  and  when  transformed  into  articles  adapted  to  the  use  of  man. 

The  Museum  should  be  educational  in  the  highest  sense,  and  not  a  mere 
collection  of  specimens  without  suggestion  or  educational  value.  It  should, 
therefore,  include  within  its  scope  the  work  of  the  district  schools,  of  the 
high  schools  and  academies,  of  the  colleges  and  of  the  manual  training 
schools,  so  as  to  illustrate  methods  of  teaching  and  the  results  of  school-work, 
and  to  show  what  our  educational  system  is  doing  to  enable  our  youth  in¬ 
telligently  to  study  the  natural  occurences  of  minerals,  rocks  and  ores,  the 
phases  of  geological  formations  and  the  agricultural  and  industrial  products, 
and  to  help  them  to  use  these  resources  to  the  best  advantage.  The  highest 
development  of  natural  wealth  depends  upon  broad  training  in  our  schools, 
and  every  worker  should  have  the  advantages  afforded  by  the  best  instruction. 
The  establishment  of  such  a  Museum  is  essential  to  our  proper  represen¬ 
tation  at  all  State,  provincial  and  world  expositions.  It  provides  at  once  the 
nucleus  of  a  State  exhibit,  saves  the  large  cost  of  making  it  anew,  and  by 
its  constant  ingathering  of  valuable  minerals  affords  a  much  broader  range 
for  selection.  Small  collections  of  duplicates  of  the  exhibits  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  Museum  could  be  made,  and  loaned  for  a  limited  time  to 
the  schools  and  other  institutions  in  the  State. 

A  part  of  the  Chicago  exhibit  has  been  placed  in  cases  in  the  attic  rooms 
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and  corridor  of  the  third  story  of  the  State  House  central  building,  but  gives 
a  very  imperfect  impression  of  what  could  be  done  with  adequate  room.

WOODS. 

By  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  State  Museum,  State 
Geologist  John  C.  Smock,  and  S.  R.  Morse,  the  Curator,  were 
asked  to  make  a  collection  of  specimens  of  the  woods  of  New 
Jersey  for  the  Museum,  and  to  have  the  specimens  prepared 
as  they  thought  best.  In  accordance  with  this  resolution, 
Mr.  Smock  wrote  to  Mr.  Benjamin  Heritage,  of  Mickleton, 
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Gloucester  county,  N.  J.,  a  man  who  had  taken  great  interest  in 
the  forestry  of  New  Jersey.  He  replied  that  he  would  be  glad  to 
assist,  and  at  once  commenced  the  collection  of  specimens  of 
South  Jersey  woods,  which  he  did,  and  in  1899  he  shipped  by 
freight  sixty-five  fine  specimens  “as  a  present  to  the  New  Jersey 
State  Museum,”  with  the  hope  that  they  would  be  the  beginning 
of  a  complete  collection  of  the  woods  of  New  Jersey.  He  was 
assisted  by  the  following  persons,  who  presented  specimens  to 
the  Museum  :

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Mr.  Benjamin  Heritage  writes  that  the  specimens  contributed 
by  his  brother  Charles  “were  grown  on  a  clay  loam  soil,  underlaid 
by  a  compact  clay,  in  which  timber  grows  very  rapidly,  as  is 
demonstrated  by  the  annual  growth  of  the  specimens.  Eight 
measured  acres  in  one  of  the  adjoining  fields  produced  320  bushels 
of  wheat,  which  averaged  64  pounds  to  the  bushel  as  measured  by 
the  thresher,  making  about  42  standard  bushels  per  acre.  On 
this  farm  I  once  cut  a  chestnut  tree  twelve  years  old  that 
measured  fifty  feet  in  height,  and  the  stump  was  twelve  inches  in 
diameter.  A  most  remarkable  growth.” 
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The  specimens  contributed  by  Elmer  Bradshaw  grew  on  the 
sloping  side  of  a  causeway  that  was  made  one  mile  southwest  of 
Mickleton  by  the  grading  of  a  turnpike  in  1852.  In  a  few  years 
this  bank  became  clothed  with  herbaceous  plants,  and  Mr.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Heritage  writes  that  he  has  seen  ground  squirrels  carry¬ 
ing  nuts  and  acorns  from  the  adjacent  wooded  hill-side  to  their 
burrows  in  the  bank  or  causeway.  Some  of  these  were  doubtless 
overlooked  by  them,  or  their  supply  was  greater  than  the  de¬ 
mand,  and  in  consequence  some  of  them  grew,  and  in  a  few  years 
more  the  sides  of  that  causeway  were  densely  covered  by  a  variety 
of  forest  trees,  among  them  chestnut,  white,  red  and  pin  oak, 
hickory,  cherry,  wild  cherry,  red  cedar,  white  ash,  white  willow, 
apple,  large-toothed  aspen,  dogwood,  & c.”  This,  Mr.  Heritage 
says,  has  been  to  him  a  very  interesting  object  lesson,  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  a  forest  may  be  produced. 

The  intention  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Museum  is  to  have 
a  specimen  of  each  species  of  wood  in  the  State,  together  with 
the  leaves,  flowers  and  fruit  of  each,  wherever  possible.  With 
this  any  person  will  be  able  to  study  each  species  by  itself.  By 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  Benj.  Heritage  and  Professor  Austin  Apgar, 
of  the  State  Normal  School,  collections  of  the  leaves,  flowers  and 
fruit  are  to  be  made,  and  when  completed  will  no  doubt  be  a 
credit  to  them  and  the  State. 

BIRDS  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

For  the  exhibit  of  natural  history,  the  Commission  authorized 
the  Curator  to  make  a  collection  of  the  birds  of  New  Jersey,  their 
nests  and  eggs.  The  work  of  making  this  collection  was  com¬ 
menced  about  two  years  ago.  On  account  of  the  lack  of  room  to 
display  and  protect  the  specimens,  we  could  not  at  first  make  an 
extended  collection,  but  continued  making  additions  and  have 
at  the  present  time  a  fine  collection.  In  most  cases  we  have 
the  male  and  female  of  each  species,  with  many  of  the  nests  and 
egg*s,  and  some  of  the  young  where  they  could  be  procured. 
About  thirty  species  have  been  placed  under  glass  globes,  ar¬ 
ranged  with  the  nests  and  eggs,  and  showing,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  surroundings  of  each  bird  as  in  its  home.  The  large  birds  are 
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to  be  placed  in  large  cases.  It  is  intended  to  place  all  the  smaller 
species  under  globes.  We  now  have  three  large  cases  of  the  latest 
pattern,  all  of  which  are  well  filled.  These  specimens  have  been 
prepared  by  several  taxidermists  of  New  Jersey,  and  a  few  by 
some  of  the  best  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States,  but  the  most 
of  them  have  been  mounted  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Werner,  proprietor 
of  the  Museum  (Wonderland)  in  Atlantic  City,  and  one  of  the 
best  taxidermists  in  the  United  States.  He  has  put  up  work  for 
many  of  the  best  museums — the  Smithsonian  at  Washington,  the 
noted  collection  of  birds  in  the  Lehigh  University  and  many 
other  museums.  The  specimens  we  have  are  good,  and  some  of 
them  are  as  good  as  the  best  to  be  found  in  any  museum. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  continue  the  collection  for 
the  department,  and  we  hope  next  year  to  add  materially  to  the 
number.  Several  species  of  birds  formerly  found  in  our  State  are 
no  longer  to  be  obtained.  Others  are  fast  disappearing,  and  unless 
protected  will  soon  become  extinct. 

animaes. 

A  collection  of  the  animals  of  the  State  has  been  commenced, 
and  we  have  already  secured  a  number  of  fine  specimens.  We 
are  still  adding  to  the  number,  and  hope  soon  to  have  a  large  col¬ 
lection  in  this  line.  We  have  good  specimens  of  the  grey  fox, 
different  kinds  of  squirrels,  opossum,  coons,  mice,  hedgehog, 
rabbits,  &c. 


FISH. 

A  collection  of  the  different  kinds  of  fish  in  the  State  has  been 
commenced,  although  we  have  only  a  few  specimens  at  the 
present  time.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  full  collection 
in  this  department.  We  have  a  collection  of  fish  eggs,  showing 
the  different  stages  in  hatching  by  artificial  means.  A  complete 
collection  of  the  eggs  will  be  made  as  soon  as  possible.  During 
the  past  year  two  fine  specimens  of  the  landlocked  salmon  have 
been  secured. 
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SHEETS. 

A  collection  of  salt-water  shells  has  been  made,  which  con¬ 
tains  nearly  all  of  the  species  found  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  Addi¬ 
tions  thereto*  will  be  made  as  circumstances  permit.  The  col¬ 
lection  of  fresh-water  shells  is  quite  well  under  way.  We  now 
have  a  good  exhibit  in  this  line  and  hope  to  add  to  it  each  year. 


INDIAN  REEICS. 

No  effort  has  been  made  to  collect  Indian  relics,  but  through 
the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Long,  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  we  have  a  very 
good  collection  of  arrow  heads,  battle  axes,  &c. 


EXHIBITS  FROM  THE  PHITIPPINES. 

Mr.  Moore  Van  Camp,  a  native  of  New  Jersey,  who  at  the 
commencement  of  the  Cuban  trouble  enlisted  in  the  insurgent 
cause,  being  on  the  staff  of  General  Garcia,  and  after  the  end  of 
the  Cuban  war  went  to  the  Philippines,  where  he  served  eighteen 
months,  has  presented  the  Museum  with  a  very  fine  collection  of 
trophies  from  that  country,  consisting  of  a  Philippino  flag,  a 
piece  of  recaptured  American  flag,  several  fine  bolo  knives, 
arrows,  daggers,  a  captain’s  uniform,  a  kris,  & c. 


THE  PUBIvIC  SCHOOE  EXHIBIT. 

The  school  exhibit  consists  mainly  of  the  work  prepared  for 
the  World’s  Fair  held  at  Chicago  in  1893,  and  which  received  so 
much  attention  and  praise  as  well  as  the  highest  awards.  Nearly 
all  of  the  exhibit  is  still  in  the  Museum  and  has  been  viewed  by 
thousands  of  persons  from  New  Jersey  and  the  other  States.  It 
is  displayed  in  sixty-five  of  the  New  Jersey  wing  cabinets  and 
1,000  bound  volumes,  and  also*  includes  a  large  number  of  framed 
pieces,  manual  training  work,  specimens  of  sewing,  clay  model¬ 
ing,  & c.,  in  show  cases.  The  lack  of  room  has  been  a  great  draw- 
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back  to  the  proper  display  of  this  and  other  work.  To  this  ex¬ 
hibit  has  been  added  each  year  much  new  work  from  the  schools 
of  the  State,  to  show  their  improvement.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  Commission,  when  it  has  the  room,  to  collect  each  year  some 
of  the  best  work  done  in  the  public  schools,  as  an  incentive  to 
better  work,  and  to  show  the  people  what  is  being  done  on  educa¬ 
tional  lines. 


OTHER  EXHIBITS. 

The  Commission  intends  to  make  exhibits  to  show  the  manu¬ 
facturing  industries  of  the  State.  To  do  this  the  Curator  has 
made  arrangements  with  Mr.  Walter  Lenox,  of  Trenton,  who 
will  prepare  an  exhibit  .of  pottery,  showing  the  material  used,  the 
different  steps  in  its  manufacture  and  the  completed  articles.  Mr. 
Lenox  has  already  done  considerable  towards  this  exhibit,  and 
when  completed  it  will  no  doubt  be  a  fine  one  and  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  the  people. 

We  have,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  James  T.  Morgan,  been 
placed  in  communication  with  other  manufacturers,  hoping  to 
secure  exhibits  in  the  silk,  iron,  woolen  and  other  industries  of 
the  State.  In  this  way  it  is  believed  that  a  fair  idea  of  the  manu¬ 
factures  of  New  Jersey  can  be  obtained.  We  have  now  in  the 
geological  exhibit  much  to  show  our  natural  resources  in  iron, 
copper,  zinc,  building  stone,  State  clays  and  soils,  as  well  as  a 
choice  collection  of  marls  and  minerals.  Additions  are  made  to 
these  from  time  to  time. 

MANUAL,  TRAINING. 

We  have  made  two  special  exhibits  of  manual  training  work 
done  by  the  pupils  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  Work  was 
received  from  nearly  every  school  doing  work  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  under  the  State  law.  It  showed  that  excellent  work  was 
being  done,  and  the  exhibits  were  viewed  by  a  large  number  of 
people.  Exhibits  of  work  done  by  the  State  Normal,  Model,  In¬ 
dustrial  School  for  Boys,  State  Home  for  Girls  and  School  for 
the  Deaf  have  been  made,  showing*  what  these  schools  are  doing 
in  this  line.  Each  year  the  State  Home  for  Girls  has  an  exhibit 
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of  needle-work.  The  Principal,  Mrs.  Eyler,  informs  us  this  ex¬ 
hibit  has  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  school.  Knowing  their  work 
is  to  be  seen  by  those  who  visit  the  Museum,  it  stimulates  the 
pupils  to  do  their  best. 

NEW  JERSEY  STATE  MUSEUM  AT  THE  PAN-AMERICAN  EXPOSITION. 

We  feel  proud  of  the  part  New  Jersey  took  at  the  Pan-Ameri¬ 
can  Exposition,  and  feel  that  much  credit  is  due  to  the  part  the 
Museum  took  in  aiding  these  exhibits.  It  is  known  that  in  the 
Museum  was  placed  nearly  all  of  the  material  from  the  several 
New  Jersey  State  Exhibits  at  the  World’s  Fair  at  Chicago  in 
1893,  including  all  of  the  educational  exhibit  which  received  the 
highest  award,  the  geological  and  agricultural  exhibits,  a  large 
collection  of  photographs  of  different  places  in  New  Jersey,  and 
the  exhibits  of  the  Women’s  Department  and  the  Board  of 
Health. 

When  the  request  was  made  by  the  Governor  and  the  Pan- 
American  State  Commission  that  an  exhibit  be  made  at  Buffalo, 
the  date  was  so  late  (March,  1901),  that  it  would  have  been 
almost  impossible  to  comply  with  the  request,  if  the  State 
Museum  had  not  preserved  nearly  all  of  these  exhibits,  cases, 
cabinets,  glass  jars,  photographs,  &c.,  which  were  at  Chicago. 

It  may  be  well  to  state  here  that  the  manner  of  presenting  the 
educational  exhibits  at  Chicago  by  the  Department  of  Public  In¬ 
struction,  and  which  was  originated  by  it,  has  been  adopted  by  all 
the  expositions  held  since  1893,  not  only  in  this  country  but  in 
Europe.  So  New  Jersey  has  received  in  quite  large  degree  the 
compliment  of  imitation. 

In  making  the  geological  exhibit  at  Buffalo,  the  State  Geolo¬ 
gist  was  prepared  to  make  a  first-class  exhibit  at  short  notice,  for 
which  a  gold  and  a  silver  medal  were  awarded  to  that  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Agricultural  Department  was  also  able  to  do  the 
same,  as  the  Museum  furnished  show-cases,  glass  jars,  collections 
of  corn,  seeds,  &c.,  large  photographs,  stereoscope  with  100  farm 
views,  collection  of  oysters  and  a  fine  collection  of  insects  in¬ 
jurious  to  vegetation.  For  the  New  Jersey  cottage  it  furnished 
some  fine  large  New  Jersey  pictures;  also  the  forestry  exhibit, 
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the  first  New  Jersey  has  ever  made.  This  contained  samples 
of  some  of  the  woods  cut  so  as  to  show  the  horizontal,  lateral 
and  quarter  cuts  with  the  barks,  a  case  of  sliced  woods  in  cabi¬ 
nets  showing*  between  glass,  the  grain,  growth,  sap  cells,  &c., 
with  several  cases  of  insects  injurious  to  the  forests  of  the  State; 
some  manual  training  work  of  the  public  schools,  large  photo¬ 
graphs  of  forests,  with  the  forestry  maps  of  the  State  prepared 
by  the  Geological  Department,  and  photographs  of  the  trees, 
showing  them  with  and  without  foliage. 

WHAT  IS  NEEDED  FOR  THE  MUSEUM. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  plans  of  the  Museum  Commission,  it 
is  necessary  to  have  several  new  show-cases,  for  which  a  requisi¬ 
tion  has  been  placed  with  the  State  House  Commission. 

The  members  of  the  Commission  appreciate  what  has  been 
done  for  the  Museum  by  the  State  House  Commission,  and  hope 
that  it  will  receive  in  the  future  suitable  appropriations  to  pro¬ 
vide  other  necessary  furnishings. 

The  thanks  of  the  Museum  Commission  and  the  Curator  are 
also  due  to  the  Custodian  of  the  State  House  for  his  uniform 
courtesy  and  his  able  assistance  in  carrying  out  their  plans. 

The  Commission  also  wish  to  extend  its  thanks  to  the  several 
persons  who  have  contributed  specimens  for  the  Museum,  and  to 
those  who  have  shown  so  much  interest  in  its  success.
